The Spanish Throne.

A cantg telegram from Londou announosa that
jt is mow almost ocertain that the Dake de
Montpensier will be proclaimed King of Spalo.
We stated several months ago that this was
the most probable seqnel of the revolution in
ihat oountry, and subsequent events have
tended to oconfirm this theory. Spain is
goarcely prepared for republicanism, and ths
best government her peopls can reasonably
hope for i & wige and pradent constitutions!
monparchy. If ghe must have & king, the
position, character and antecedents ol
the Duoke indicoate that he wounld
maks a8 good & monarch a3 she
oan select. If Isabells had & just right to
rule, according to monarchical ideas, which
ghe forfeited by misconduot, and if this for-
feiture applied to her cuildren as wall as her-
self, then uuquestionably the wife of the Dake
de Montpensier, as the sister of Iasbella, is the
true claimant to the threne, and there is but
a slight violation of the rules of sncceasion, in
this instance, involved in the transfer to the
husgband of the rights of the wife. Logland
got over & somewhat similar dificulty after
the expulsion of James II, by legalizing the
joint reign of William and Mary, the latter a%
the daughter of the exiled King, being the
true heir, but the former possessing too
much oharacter and power to willingly con-
sent to play the part of a Prince Albert.
While good loyal Bpaniards can therefora
aooept the Duke de Montpensier without
qualms of conscience, the antsgoniats of Isa-

bella can be congoled with the fact that he wil

be bound, as her sueccessor, to opposs her
favorites, and that he wuas one of the victims |
of her tyranny, for in the summer of 1868 ha

was expelled, together with his family, from

the dominions of BSpain, by the dapomd‘
Queen. At the time of this expal- |
gsion he published, on behalf of his

wife and himself, a protest which at once dis

olaimed connection with conspiracies and with |
the obnoxious policy pursued by Isabella, In |
this docnment he said: —*If ushappy Spain
is now passing through a difficult sitnation—
which we deplore with all our hearts—we are

not the gemerating canse.”’ Aside from his |

imposing family connections, and his repnted

gkill as a soldier and statesman, the Daks ae |

Montpensier is reported to be a man of great
wealth, and he would scarcely be a true gcion
of the House of Orleans if he did not adroitly
employ the arts of corruption at & jancture
like that formed by the recent course of svents
in Spain.

The people of the United States ars more
deeply interested in the bearing of Mont-
pensier's election upen the Caban questiou
than its direct influence upon the Spaniards.
If he could be peacefully installed, withoat
sign of resistance, the prospects of the Cabau |
patriots wounld be injured; but we must wait
for future developments to see how patiently |
Spain will submit to the proposed exchange
of the descendant of Louis Philippe for the
abandoned daughter of the elder branch of
the Bourbon dynasty.

Fraudalent HBonnty Claims—Important
New Legisintion,

Tur Becond Auditor of the Treasury recently
gent to the chairman of the Senate Committes
on Pensions a report of a clerk who had
vigited Memphis for the purpose of investi-
gating alleged frandulent practices of the
olaim agents of that region, in prepariog appli-
oations for the pay and bouuty of colorad
troops. This document containg msany start-
ling disolosures, and recites a series of well-
sttested faocte, which prove that perjory and
frand have been systematically and freely re-
gorted to to plander the Government; and it re-
quires po siretoh of imagination to belisve
that the men capable of these crimes ars as
ready to rob the pretended representstives of
the soldiers as the nation. The author of the
report, who oarried with him to Tenunesses
one hundred applications for bounty in behalf
of widows, found that they were nearly all
fraudulent, and that the testimony by which
they were supported was extraoted eithor
from ignorant witnesses, who did not under-
staud the full force of their pretendad state-
ments, or from hired perjurers, who Lave
sworn to an array of facts ntterly bayond their
knowledge. A scheme is on foot to provide
by these rasoally agencies a widow's vlaim for
pension for every deceased ocolored soldier,
and the superserviceable perjurers have
already manufactured s host of wives and
minor children who exist only in their fertile
imaginations.

It there is any orime in the calsndar which
deserves condign punishment, it is the offense
expeused in this report, and no pains should
be spared to bring the villains who thus prac-
tize npon the bounty of the Government to
justice. As similar frauds, especially in con-
nection with the colored troops of other portions
of the South are of not unfrequent oconrrance,
additional legislation seems to be neceasary as
well as the vigorons action of courts, juries,
and jailors. In view of this necessity, Mr.
Wilson, of Massachusetis, introdaced in the
Senate, on Fridsy last, a bill providing that

| **the accounting cflivers of the Treasury and

Pay Department, charged with the settlswment
and payment of goldiers’ bounties, shall be
directed to pay, or cause to be paid, the sums
Tound due to the soldiers or their heirs in per-
sop, and not to any claim agent, or upon any
| power of attorney whatever.'” We have not
| yet seen a complete copy of this bill, but it
| teems well caloalated to deprive the unprinei-

pled thieves who steal from the tax-payers

with one hand and from the soldiers or their

l representatives with the other, of the prinoi-
| pal motive for a continnance of their nefarions

trade,

‘I'he whole subject is worthy of the carefal
attention of Congress. The generous provi-
cion made by the Government fer the heroes
of the war, or their families, cannot be too

| gacredly guarded; and it is & matter of regret

and reproach that under all our pension laws
far too large a share of the treasure nominally
granted as the reward of patriotism has found
1ts way into the pockets of scheming agents.
Any new legislation thal can grant additvional
protection to the pation sud its defenders
ghould be promptly ad opted.
